Need a Class by May 31?

As in the past, certificate holders who miss their deadline will 
receive a cease-operations letter from the Railroad Commission.  
Effective June 1, these former cardholders will no longer be 
certified to perform LP-gas activities.  Those wishing to regain 
their certification may do so by attending a class after May 31.  

All AFRED 8-hour classes are free of charge for currently 
certified individuals who have renewed their cards at least once.  
The class fee is $75 for persons who are attending their initial 
8-hour class and for uncertified individuals, including those 
whose certification has lapsed.

Where Are the Classes?  				  
Which One Should I Take?

This month’s Propane Insider includes a schedule of AFRED 
training/continuing-education (T/CE) class and examination 
dates for the next two months.  Employees with May 31, 2007, 
T/CE due dates who have not already done so should register 
for a class at www.rrc.state.tx.us as soon as possible, to ensure 
that their certification continues without interruption on June 1.  

This month’s Insider also includes AFRED’s flier, “What Class 
Should I Take?”  The flier lists all the courses that satisfy the 
training and continuing-education requirements for each 
category of certification.  
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Emergency Shutoff Switches 

Each month AFRED’s hunting-dog mascot points to a section of 
LP-gas code or standard that the Safety Division’s LP-gas inspectors 
often find violated.  The “point” of these articles is to facilitate 
compliance by making marketers more aware of these issues. 

This month’s article covers a standard that RRC inspectors cited 205 
times in the last three years.  The standard is NFPA 58 §3.9.3.10, 
requiring emergency shutoff switches at LPG dispenser locations. 

NFPA 58 §3.9.3.10 requires LP-gas cylinder filling and motor 
fuel dispensing facilities to be provided with an emergency 
shutoff switch or circuit breaker that is marked and installed 
in an accessible location at least 20 feet, but not more than 100 
feet, from any LPG dispenser.  The sign marking the switch 
location must be visible at the point of liquid transfer.

Marketers should ensure that these distance and signage 
requirements are observed.  A shutoff switch or breaker that is 
located too close to the dispensing device could be inaccessible 
in the event of a fire or emergency, and one that is located too 
far away could delay an emergency response. The required 
signage should clearly identify the emergency shutoff and 
indicate how it operates.  Section 9.140(g)(6) of the LP-Gas 
Safety Rules requires signage lettering to be at least 2 inches in 
height on a background of contrasting color. 

NFPA 58 §3.9.3.10 is not addressed solely to your employees’ 
safety.  If your employee is incapacitated or injured in an 
emergency and cannot perform the function, a customer or 
someone else may have to activate the equipment.
